An ordinance to regulate traffic upon 
tlie public highw ay s 
of the 
City 
of 
Rushville, Indiana. 
Sec. 1. 
Be it ordained by the com­ 
mon council of the city of Rushville, In­ 
diana, that all persons using the pub­ 
lic h i gh w a y <>f said city shall comply 
with the 
follow ing 
rules and regula­ 
tions governing traffic thereon: 
.Sec 
2. 
The word “ vehicle” as used 
in tills ordinance, shall include all such 
convey ances of every kind as habitually 
use the roadway s, ex cept those running 
on tracks. 
The provisions 
hereof 
re­ 
garding vi bices shall apply so far as 
applicable to cattle and all draft and 
weight carry ing animals, whether rid­ 
den, driven or led. 
Sec. 3. 
The word “ driver,” as used 
herein, shall apply to all 
persons 
in 
charge or control of convey ances and 
animals as described in the 
previous 
section. 
Sec. 4. 
A vehicle, ex cept when pass­ 
ing a vehicle ahead, shall keep as near 
the right hand curb as possible. 
A ve­ 
hicle overtaking another 
vehicle 
shall 
pass to the left side of the vehicle over­ 
taken, and shall not pull over to the 
right until entirely clear of the latter. A 
vehicle turning into another street to the 
right shall turn the corner as near the 
right hand curb as practicable. 
A ve­ 
hicle turning into another street to the 
left shall turn around the center of in­ 
tersection of the tw o streets. 
No vehicle 
shall stop with its left side to the curb. 
A vehicle shall back up to a curb only - 
long enough to be loaded or unloaded, 
provided, that any vehicle attached to a 
business house may stand in such posi­ 
tion at the chrb opposite its own build­ 
ing so long as it does not blockade the 
highway in so doing 
Sec. 5 
When a vehicle is about to 
slow' up or stop, a signal shall be given 
to those behind by raising the whip or 
hand vertically .

still, a signal shall be given from such 
vehicle by raising the w-hip or hand, in­ 
dicating the direction in which the turn 
is to be made. 
Before backing, ample
